Thousands of California motorists 
who seme day will roll smoothly 
across a ‘great span stretching 150 
feet above the swirling waters of 
4, Corentnes Strait, still have only a 
vague idea of what the Carquinez 
Bridge really is, where it is being 
built and how it will serve the motor- 
ing public when it is thrown open 
for traffic in July, 1925, according to 
zie Land, the magazine published 
by the California State Automobile 
association. 

According to an article in a re- 
cent issue of Motor Land, the bridge. 
which is now under construction by 
the American Toll Bridge company, 

will span: the western entrance of 
Carquinez 
resting on the Contra Costa county 
shore near Crockett, and fts north- 
erly end reaching to the ‘thigh bluff 
near Vallejo. It is being built al- 
most exactly over the route now 
traverged by the Rodeo-Vallejo ferry. 
The total length of the bridge, exclus- 
ive of a steel viaduct connecting with 
the highway on the Contra Costa 
will be thirty-three tundred 
This comprises‘two main spans, 
each one -thousand fect long, and 
two anchor spans each five hundred 
feet ip length.
